Both contractors and delegates are believed 
to be on the point of making concessions 
as to the proposition advanced by the for- 
mer, that no agreement shall becom. opera- 
tive unless each union withdraws perma- 
nently from the Building Trades council. 
The contractors, according to a statement 
made by one of them after adjournment, are 
in doubt whether they can afford to risk 
an agreement with the unions with the Build- 
ing Trades council shorn of its power to call 
a sympathetic strike. 


May Rob Trades Council of Power. 

The delegates showed a disposition to re- 
cede from their determination to preserve 
to the central organization its arbitrary | 
‘power to call a sympethetic strike. Not a 
few of them openly declared themselves in 
favor of abolishing the Trades council én- 
tirely, while the majority insisted that it 
should be maintained, but with its objec- 
tionable features eliminated. 

At the caucus of the delegates this morn- 
ing at 187 Washington street a resolution 
‘will be considered which provides for a 
nullification of the sympathetic strike, and 
the action of the delegates on the 
question will go far toward de- 
ciding whether a settlement of the 
whole trouble between employer and em- 
ployé is to be reached. ’ 


Delegates in Conciliatory Mood. 
The delegates were in possession of the 
floor at the day’s session of the conference, 
and it was the turn of the contractors to 
ask questions. Before adjournment was 
reached the delegates were convinced that 
there must be some justice in the stand 
of the 2,500 contractors represented by the 
Contractors’ council, and that the time had 
arrived when an effort should be made to 
conserve the interests ofall.

“* The march for the relief ot Kumassi 
will be met by rebels, who have put impedi- 
ments in the way. There are also stockades 
surrounding Kumassi, offering the rebels 
good shelter. 

“ * The reinforcements, most of which have | 
crossed the Prah, comprise 100 of the Lagos | 
(Haussa) force and fifty of the Sierra Leone 
frontier police, with Maxims and field guns.

THROUGH \ROUTES VS. LOOPS. 
The action taken at the meeting of the 
special street railway committee on Tues- 
day with the officials of the Union Traction 
and City railway companies, in discussing 
not only the subject of increased terminal 
facilities but also of subway loops, can be 
regarded at most as only tentative. It is, 
however, exceedingly important as indicat- 
ing one fact—namely: that the committee 
assumes the loop system, as the central and 
permanent feature of local transit facilities, 
to he a foregone conclusion, It is an open 
assumption 


question however, whether this 
is warranted. | 
Tue Tumor has heretofore pointed out 
that this loop system has developed in direct 
violation of the express intent of the first 
operative franchise granted in this city, 
which contemplated a continuous route 
from the city Vimits on the south, to and 
through the bisiness center, to the ¢ity 
limits on the wist.) It has also pointed out 
that this te wn not developed as an 
expedient for redccing the cost of opera- 
tion—since it greatly increases that cost— 
nor as a relief jn the down-town district 
from tracks—since it at least doubles the 
linear mileage of tracks in that district— 
nor as a means for better accommodating 
passengers—since for half the distance 
around the loops of the South Side lines there 
are practically no passengers in the cars, 
while in the case of the other lines, though 
one passenger may by the loop be saved a 
block or two of walking, his gain is offset 
by another’s delay in time spent in merely 
riding around it. The loop system has de- 
veloped as an incident of the merely tem- 
porary and accidental fact of the ownership 
until recently of the three systems in the 
three divigions of the city by three separate 
companies, and as a means for facilitating 
‘the collection of two fares for all passen- 
gers traveling by car through the business 
center, and as a means of making that prac- 
tice seem less arbitrary and artificial. | 
Tun Tripune has, furthermore, pointed 
‘out that, as compared with other important 
cities, both Bast and South, this loop sys- 
tem. with one or two minor exceptions, is 
absolutely peculiar to Chicago, and alsothat 
the paramount and characteristic feature of 
street railway development in those cities

PRESIDENT ROGERS’ RESIGNATION. 
In his letter resigning the Presidency 

of Northwestern University Dr. Henry 
Wade Rogers says that during the ten 
years of his incumbency he has done all 
he could to promote the interests and raise 
the standing of the institution. His most 
unfriendly critics will p*bably indorse this 
statement. The Colle of Liberal Arts 
will this year graduate’a class double the 
size of the average eld i of a decade ago, 
and the other departmes%s have also grown. 
The growth in the Evahston departments, 
however, has been ch in feminine 
students, and the friefids of the univer- 
sity have complained fiat it was becom- 
ing a “ girls’ school.“ The alumni were 
out of sympathy with Dr. Rogers’ meth- 
ods, and the sweeping charges of lack 
of esprit de corps in he university, ut- 
tered by Dr. Frank M. Bristol at a recent 
alumni dinner, were aduyjttedly well found- 


ed. In view of these und other similar 
features of the situatiof t Rogers 
probably did well to retire.

Suiſday to the riotous 
acts of the strikers, whic led to the killing 
of four persons and tlie wounding of a 
dozen more, has con¥iiced them of the 
futility of mob violence to such an extent 
that it will be unnecessjiry to call out the 
militia.

During the present labor troubles in Chi- 
cago several men have been killed and a 
oe beaten and badly injured. In some 
ok these cases walking delegates and other 
labor leaders have been bold enougb frankly 
and publicly to indorse the use of weapons 
and of force as a last argument with non- 
union men who persist in remaining at work 
after a strike has been declared on a job. 
On Tuesday night Michael Grady, Western 
organizer of the International Brickmak- - 
ers’ union, was himself attacked by five men 
as he was about to enter Bricklayers’ Hall, 
the union headquarters, knocked down, and 
kicked and beaten into a state of uncon- 
sciousness. The assault was witnessed by 
a crowd of twenty-five men, not one of 
whom made any attempt tointerfere. His 
assailants are said to be union bricklayers 
who are jealous of his authority and dis- 
satisfied with the way in which he has con- 
ducted the affairs of the union. | 
The reasoning which led to a justification 
of the assault on the part of the men who 
committed it is plain and simple. If men 
are taught and advised to use violence in 
settling quarrels, there would seem to be no 
reason why the same means should not be 
adopted when the quarrel is with one of 
their own number. The next and inevitable 
step is to use brass knuckles and heavy 
boots in controversies of a purely personal. 
matter in no way connected with labor 
matters. If the brutal standard of physical 
force is once applied, the men who adopt it 
will not be likely to stop in its application 
with so-called scab” workmen. The tend- 
ency will be more and more strong to knock 
down and beat into unconsciousness any- 
body who opposes them, as Mr. Grady has 
just found to his cost.

terday. On all sides, however, enumera- 
tors are attracted to the depopulating move- 
ment. : 
In sections of the city where many work- 
en have been boarding rooms have been 
leserted in great numbers. This movement 
noted in such districts in all parts of the 
e ty. 
Lodging- houses are affected in the same 
way. The complaint is universal. We are 
taking a careful census, with the intent to 
list every resident of Chicago, but I can say 
that the showing now possible will not be 
nearly so great as it would have been had 
the census been taken in January.“ 
The city census should be complete on 
Friday night of this week in order to meet 
the desires of the general government. But 
many members of Chicago’s leisure classe 
Will not be listed at that time. So many are 
in Lurope or at summer resorts in this coun- 
try that work has been slow in some dis- 
tricts. Officially the census taking will cease 
on Friday evening, but the work on count- 
ing every resident will not be finished for 
several days.
